Here’s  a  story  for  the  LOVE  LETTER: 

Fellow  collector  and  friend,  J.H.  Mclnnis,  Jr.  often  wore  a  stick  pin 
in  his  coat  at  coin  shows.  Upon  closer  examination,  I  noted  it  was 
a  type  I  $1  gold  piece  with  a  fancy  monogram.  One  day  I  asked  Mac  about 
the  stick  pin,  and  behold  it  was  a  family  heirloom  with  a  traceable 
history.  Rarely  can  one  find  a  love  token  traced  back  to  its  origins. 

The  drawing  enclsed  shows  the  ”RVB”  entwined  as  was  the  fashion  of  the 
day  with  a  tooled  border  around  the  rim.  The  initials  were  that  of 
Roswell  Valentine  Booth,  Mac’s  maternal  great  grandfather.  The  stick 
pin  was  given  to  him  by  his  grandmother  (Booth's  daughter)  when  Mac 
was  only  a  boy.  It  was  the  first  gold  coin  he  ever  saw  and  of  course 
the  first  gold  coin  he  ever  owned.  It  was  not  until  years  later  that 
he  discovered  it  was  called  a  ’’love  token”.  But  early  on  he  knew  it 

was  R.V.  Booth’s. 


R.V.  Booth  was  an  officer  in  the  CSA  under  Mississippi  regulars.  After 
the  Civil  War  he  turned  to  the  practice  of  law  in  Vicksburg.  In  1  o 
he  married  and  was  presented  with  this  stick  pin  engraved  by  a  local 
ieweler.  In  1894  he  bcame  mayor  of  Vicksburg.  Following  his  death  in 
the  early  1900s  the  pin  passed  on  to  his  daughter  who  forty  years  la  ei 
gave  it  to  her  grandson,  J.H.  Mclnnis,  Jr  who  then  showed  it  to  me. 


This  represents  the  first  19th  century  love  token  I  have  been  able  to 
trace  directly  to  the  original  owner.  Do  you  know  of  any.

HISTORY  OF  LOVE  TOKEN  SOCIETY 
Written  by  Helen  Moore  -  Secretary 
August  24,  1973 


Eariy  in  1971,  Helen  Moore  considered  the  idea  of  an  organization  of  Love  Token  collectors. 
ie  discussed  it  at  a  Coin  Show  with  Jane  Finnell, 


Announcement  of  the  proposed  club  was  made  through  Coin  World.  A  very  nice  article 
appeared  in  the  August  25,  1971  edition.  Jane  Finnell  was  named  honorary  president  and 
Helen  Moore  was  temporary  Secretary-Treasurer. 

Coin  World  also  ran  another  short  article  March  8,  1972.  Dues  were  set  at  $3.00  and 
twenty-five  members  had  responded.  Charger  membership  closed  in  May  1972  and  the  following 
officers  were  elected  by  mail  ballot: 


President  -  Harold  S.  Beecher,  Jr. 

Vice-President  -  Mrs.  Ruth  Hammell 
Secretary-Treasurer  -  Miss  Helen  Moore 

Because  no  book  on  Love  Tokens  was  available,  members  were  asked  to  send  the  secretary  any 
articles  pertinent  to  Love  Token  collecting.  These  were  xeroxed  by  Bob  Mitchell  and  copies 
were  sent  to  each  member. 


At  the  moment  fifty-one  pages  of  material  have  been  distributed.  Monthly  bulletins 
called  "Love  Letters"  have  been  sent  out  by  the  Secretary.  The  first  one  was  mailed 
May  1,  1972.  Every  other  month  free  "Wanted"  or  "For  Sale"  ads  have  been  included. 

In  June,  1972  the  club  affiliated  with  ANA.  Our  club  number  is  C  072724. 

Maurice  Gold,  a  club  member,  gave  us  a  generous  plug  in  his  syndicated  Coin  Round-up 
article  July,  1972. 
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History  of  Love  Token  Society  continued 

In  August,  1972  at  the  New  Orleans  ANA  Convention,  Ruth  Haramell  arranged  for  a  Love 
Token  Meeting  and  Program. 

The  regular  February  14  issue  of  Coin  World  is  usually  devoted  to  Love  Tokens,  so  in 
February,  1973  another  article  appeared  mentioning  two  goals  -  a  slide  program  of  multiple 
pieces  for  the  ANA  visual  aids  program  and  a  permanent  display  of  donated  Love  Tokens  for 
the  ANA  museum. 

In  May,  1973  the  constitution  was  adopted  by  a  3/4  vote.  Basically,  it  fulfills  our  need; 
but  it  has  a  few  wrinkles  to  be  ironed  out. 

Presently  membership  is  sixty.  Regrettably  we  lost  six  charter  members  and  two  others. 

Our  aim  is  service  to  our  members.  We  try  to  share  experiences  and  descriptions  of  unusual 
tokens  and  achieve  our  goals.

When  is  a  Buffalo  not  a  Buf¬ 
falo?  When  it  is  a  turtle!  Not 
satisfied  to  carve  one  facing 
left  (photo  No.  13)  the  artist 
then  gave  us  the  south  view 


(photo  No.  14)  of  a  north¬ 
bound  snapper,  throwing  a 
fond  farewell  glance  over  his 
shell. 

Finally,  this  last  coin  io  pho¬ 
to  No.  IS,  although  It  is  not 
carved  on  a  reverse,  so  typi¬ 
fies  the  hobo's  far  flung  wand¬ 
erings  that  I  just  had  to  include 
it.  As  you  can  see,  it  is  on  a 
1915-dated  coin  and  shows  a 
carving  of  the  Earth,  surround¬ 
ed  by  the  words,  "MY  HOME 
—  1918."

August  20,  1935  -  Tuesday  10:30  AM

Love  Token  Society  reorganizes 


"The  reports  of  our  death 
are  premature. . . 

This  pronouncement,  called 
out  above  the  murmur  of  voic¬ 
es  in  Room  310  of  the  Balti¬ 
more  Convention  Center  dur¬ 
ing  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  proved  the  rally¬ 
ing  cry  of  the  foundering  Love 
Token  Society,  whose  mem¬ 
bers  took  a  stand  and  decided 
to  reorganize  the  club  rather 
than  disband. 

The  Aug.  20  meeting  opened 
with  the  announcement  b; 
Vice  President  Mim  Bizic  that 
it  would  be  the  last  meeting  for 
the  society,  since  Presiden. 
Louise  Campbell  Tickle  re 
signed  in  the  latest  newslettei 
and  Joe  Lowry,  the  club’s 
secretary/treasurer  (who  also 


wrote  the  newsletter),  was  also 
going  to  resign. 

Autence  Bason  asked  Ms. 
Bizic  if  she  would  consider  tak¬ 
ing  over  the  presidency  but 
she  declined,  explaining  that 
she  was  already  committed  to 
other  organizations  and  didn’t 
have  enough  time  for  all  the 
jobs. 

Art  Gershman  volunteered 
to  write  the  newsletter  if  the 
club  were  to  decide  to  remain 
together;  Ken  Barr  then  of¬ 
fered  to  undertake  the  duties 
of  managing  publicity  matters; 
and  Ken  Hallenbeck  said  he 
would  serve  as  treasurer.  It 
was  later  agreed  that  the  job  of 
secretary  and  writer  of  the 
newsletter  would  be  a  natural 
combination  for  Art  Gersh¬ 


man,  so  he  will  handle  both 
those  jobs. 

As  the  trend  of  the  meeting 
began  to  evince  a  reversal  of 
the  club’s  fortunes,  Ms.  Bason 
stated  that  she  would  serve  as 
president.  The  activity  of  the 
meeting  was  also  sparked  by  a 
visit  by  ANA  Executive  Direc¬ 
tor  Ruthann  Brettell,  who  lis¬ 
tened  to  suggestions  from 
members  as  to  how  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Numismatic  Association 
might  be  more  responsive  to 
the  needs  of  love  token  and 
other  exonumia  collectors. 

Ms.  Brettell  offered  to  join 
the  group  and  suggested  the 
group  endeavor  to  cultivate  in¬ 
terest  among  the  Young  Num¬ 
ismatists.  She  also  suggested 
that  dealers  exhibit  their 


wares  to  stimulate  interest  in 
the  love  token  specialty. 

A  discussion  of  the  problems 
confronting  exonumia  collec¬ 
tors  followed,  with  Ms.  Brettell 
expressing  the  belief  that 
"Coin  collecting  isn’t  just  col¬ 
lecting  prime,  choice,  expen¬ 
sive  U.S.  coins.” 

It  was  also  mentioned  that  a 
book  about  love  tokens  might 
increase  collector  Interest. 
Glenn  Firestone  supported 
this,  saying  the  only  time  col¬ 
lectors  see  anything  in  print 
about  love  tokens  is  around 
Valentine’s  Day  in  Coin 
World. 

Seventeen  attendees  signed 
the  meeting’s  attendance 
sheet;  of  this  number,  10  were 
members  of  the  society.

The  Standard  Guide  to  Love  Tokens  by  Dr.  Sol  Taylor  has  just 
been  released  in  its  fifth  printing.  The  new  printing  which 
is  limited  to  200  copies  was  necessitated  when  the  fourth 
printing  was  recently  sold  out.  The  first  printing  of  the 
guide  came  out  in  January,  1984  primarily  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  membership  of  the  Love  Token  Society.  The  first 
printing  of  200  copies  rapidly  sold  out. 

The  author  points  out  that  this  guide,  the  only  one  for  love 
tokens,  includes  a  pricing  guide  to  assess  the  retail  value 
of  a  love  token.  The  four  criteria  for  the  value  of  a  love 
token  are:  1.  the  coin  which  is  used,  2.  the  condition  of 
the  love  token,  3.  the  engraving,  and  4.  the  significance. 

The  last  item  refers  to  such  items  as  scenics,  messages  of 
love  or  honor,  famous  events,  or  famous  persons.  For  example, 
the  most  common  love  token,  the  seated  Liberty  dime,  engraved 
with  a  monogram  in  simple  style  will  sell  for  $4  in  very  fine 
condition.  The  same  coin  in  extra  fine  condition  with  a 
scene  showing  a  sailboat,  birds,  and  scenery  along  with  a 
message  of  love  such  as,  "To  Mary  with  all  my  Love,  John", 
would  sell  for  $25  or  more.  Uncommon  coins  made  into  love 
tokens  also  command  a  premium:  these  include  twenty  cent  pieces, 
Bust  coinage,  half  cents,  and  rare  date  coins  such  as  the  1877 
Indian  head  cent.

I'm  Just  A  Hobo, 

You  Know.  .  . 


It  was  during  the  Depression  that  the 
term  “hobo”  really  came  into  everyday 
use.  The  era  from  1929  to  1939  was 
really  a  hard  set  of  times  —  soup  lines, 
the  WPA,  apple  vendors,  “Oakies”  — 
they  all  bring  back  sad  and  poignant 
memories.  The  integrity  of  America 
had  been  brought  to  its  knees. 

Although  the  antics  of  Laurel  and 
Hardy  and  the  dramas  on  the  radio 
brought  laughter  and  light  to  many 
people,  to  most  of  us  the  chore  of  living 
was  sheer  boredom  —  especially  for 
the  hobo.  The  typical  guy  (we  never 
knew  of  many  women  with  this  fate, 
thank  goodness)  had  very  little  or 
nothing  to  call  his  own,  no  home,  and 
usually  very  little  money.  But  the 
money  he  did  have  served  many 
purposes.  After  a  hard  day  jumping  the 
freights  or  walking,  he  could  spend  the 


cool  of  the  day  in  self  indulgence  and 
amusement.  Using  his  money,  he 
would  carve  designs  which  we  now  call 
“hobo  money.”  using  principally  the 
Buffalo  nickel.  The  hobo  would  carve 
one  side  of  a  coin  a  picturesque 
rendering  of  himself  or  a  friend,  and 
then  spend  the  coin  later.
